“Both the allies and the enemy, far 
from being exhausted after more than 
a fortnight of continuous fighting, 
appear to be turowing increasing 
vigor into their oper:tions. Excep- 
tionally fle-ce engagements are now 
being fi.ght, particularly on the 
allies’ left.

The high price of mutton and 
of wool and the co parative ease with 
which a flock of sheep may be sustain- 
ed upon land which is otherwise un- 
suitable for agriculture, should sug- 
gest a great increase in the number of 
sheep raised by Canadian farmers. 

Increased production in hogs can be 
brought about more quickly than in 
any other class of live stock, and con- 
sequently should receive immediate 
attention, 

Animal production on the farm is 
desirable because it increases the 
fertility and crop-raising ability of the 
soil.

LIGHTNING RODS. 
Dear Sir :— 

{ wish to warn the farmers of Ont- 
ario against inferior lightning rods, 
In our investigations we have found 
that an iron-centred rod, that is, one 
composed of a strip of copper twisted 
around an iron orsteel centre, whether 
the centre is‘a strip or wires or both, 
isa very short-lived vod. In many 
cases the iron is nearly all rusted 





in from five to ten years, leaving only 
the copper, which is too light either 
to wear well, or to carry off a flash of 
lightning without melting. The cop- 
per sheath of these rods weigh less 
than half what the standard copper 
rods weigh. Any farmer who puts 
these iron-centred rods on his build- 
ings is actually getting less present 
value for histmoney thanif using an 
all-copper rod, to say nothing of the 
durability. A plain galvanized iron 
cable is more durable than the’ iron- 
centred rod. 

In bulletin 220cn Lightning Rods, 
page 26, appears a photograph of a 
piece of iron-centred rod taken from 
the peaks of a building after eight 
years of use. The iron strip and wires 
were in. several pieces, and more than 
than half rusted away. 

It is tothe credit of all lightning 
rod companies in Ontario, except two, 
that they are following the teaching 
of Bulletin 220, and do not supply 
iron-centred rods. Several months 
ago I personally informed one of the 
two companies that its iron-centred 
rod was not fit to put on a building, 
and the other even before bulletin 250 
was published, was notified what its 
teachings would be regarding the iron- 
centred rod, and they were advised 
not to stock up with that kind of rod. 
Yet these nr os are using other 
portions of the bulletin to induce 
farmers to buy these inferior rods 
which it condemns, 

Under these circumstances I think 
it only fair to the farmers of the pro- 
vince to put them in possession of the 
facts. Andit is not unfair to the 
companies for “ were notified 
publicly through the bulletin and 
privately by letter, thus giving them 
ample time to provide a good rod. 
Indeed it has been a matter of surprise 
to me to learn through recent corres- 


pondence and personal reports that]. 


these rods were still being sold, 

These companies can justas well 
supply good rods. as specified and 
described in the bulletin. 

‘Perhaps it may not be amiss before 
concluding to say that our investiga- 
tions have shown that properly in- 
stalled rods will prevent 8900 ot loss 
out of every $1000 that would occur if 
the same buildings were not rodded.
